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It  is  because  the  leader,  the  party  and  the  masses — the 
principals  of  our  revolution — are  firmly  united  in  one 
solid  socio-political  life  sharing  the  same  destiny  that 
socialism  is  winning  so  big  as  an  invincible  force  in  our 
country.
